Amendment #2: -said second flange having a second curvature opposite the first 
curvature-has been inserted in the fifth line of claim 12 after "surgical apparatus 
therein", but before "; and a shaft...". 

Amendment #3: -for-has been deleted in the sixth line of claim 12 after "first and 
second flange openings," but before "receiving and securing" and -said shaft-has been 
inserted in its place. 

Amendment #4: -an-has been deleted in the seventh line of claim 12 after

securing an oxygen supply line.
